Preparations were made early fc-r both 
yachts. The sails were hoisted on the 
Shamrock at 7 o'clock. All points along 
the course reported perfect observation. 


To W ituesh Start 


The Shamrock was taken, in tow by 


the tug Lawrence at 9 o'clock, with the 
Columbia in tow following-. The nag- 
ship Corsair, with the regatta commit- 
tee passed the Hook at S.50. An im- 
mense number of sailing craft of all 
sizes, loaded with people, many of the 
schooners and sloop yacht?, began pas- 
sing out to witness the start. 


of Vessels 


It %vas a pretty sight to see the long 


line of excursion boats swinging be- 
hind the two racers, headed for the 
lightship. Both boats* arnved at the 
lightship at 10.20 with an immense fleet 
of vessels about them.

At 10 the admiral with the 
chairman of the reception committee 
went to the executive mansion, through 
the cheering crowds and' was taken to 
the east room where he met the presi- 
dent and cabine.t. Then all uer driven 
to the review ing stand. 


It was in a bla.re of buglss and crash 


of bands that the 
immense1 parade 


started, a magnificent and inspiring 
sight. Major General Miles, command- 
Ing, 
was in full uniform and following 


came every describable kind of soldier, 
sailor and marine, mounted and afoot, 
of all branches of the service. Then 
came the man of Manila and the pres- 
ident in the game carriage. The avenue 
rang with deafening cheers.

Claih. Evidently Bearing That Di- 


plomacy Bo Exhausted Before 


They Finally Resort to War 


London, Oct. 3—A 
dispatch 
from 


Durban, Natal, announces the Boers 
are expected to take the aggressive to- 
day. Most alarming rumors are afloat 
respecting1 their intentions. 


While all the dispatches from South 


Africa dwell upon the condition of wild 
excitement there and the expected Boer 
attack, there is, in reality, little change 
in the situation, although the massing 
(of the Boers in all directions inevitably 
increases the tension. While constant 
military orders are being issued here, 
passage seems very slow and it must 
be weeks before Great Britain will be 
in a position to strike, although it is 
believed British troops now at the front 
or near it are sufficient to protect Brit. 
isn territory. 


The government 
is certainly not 


showing any signs of haste in s.anding 
an ultimatum. 
This is probably due 


to the fact that Great Britain is not 
ye ready to substitue force for nego- 
tiatlond and the cabinet therefore is 
giving the Transvaal every chance to 
accept the latest British proposals.

Washington, uct. 3.—Admiral Deweys 


Journey here from New York was one 
continuous ovation, limited in its in- 
tei.sHy only by the density of population. 
The decorated special train which left 
the Pennsylvania railroad' ferry slip in 
Jersey City at 1:50 in the afternoon was 
fully in keeping with its distinguished 
passenger, ft^ special was given a clear 
track, and the run to Washington was 
made without a real stop, except at 
Gray's Ferry, on the outskirts of Phila- 
delphia, where engines were changed 
and a new train crew came aboard^ 


Almost 
immediately 
after 
going 


aboard the train, the admiral retired to 
his private car for luncheon, which was 
served for six, Admiral Dewey, his son 
George, his brother and wife. Captain 
Lamberton and Lieutenant Brumby. 
Thereafter the admiral lay down and 
tried to get a little sleep, but this was 
impossible, 
owing to the continuous 


ovation along the line. 


It was said by the railroad officials 


and trainmen that the ovation during the 
run from New York to Washington was 
the most remarkable demonstration that 
has ever taken place along the line. 
Every toivn turned ou'i its full popula- 
tion, as did every house and cross-roads 
settlement, to see the special pass. 


A bare stop was made at Princeton, 


where young Dewey had been a student, 
and the admiral went to the platform 
for a minute and told the boys he was 
pleased with the reception they had 
given him. 


Admiral 
Dewey was particularly 


touched all along the line by the num- 
ber of children who turned out to see 
him. 
They formed a very large part of 


the crowd in every town, and wherever 
there was a schoolhouse the children had 
evidently been gix~en a special recess to j 
come out and cheer the train. 
There 


was another large crowd of children at 
Baltimore, and Admiral Dewey, who had 
G." ^e to the rear platform for the sixth 
or seventh time on the trip, said to the 
trainmaster that he felt more touched 
and complimented by the attention of 
the children than by almost any other 
thing that had happened since his re- 
turn to America. 


All along the line every train that 


passed the special saluted it with a long- 
drawn blast of the whistle, and in the 
larger towns, where the flyer slowed 
down within the city limits, there was a 
continual roar o£ steam from factories, 
machine shops und the shifting engines 
and trains on the sidings. 


The train, as it reached the line of the 


District of Columbia, stopped for a few 
minutes at Deanwood, while the recep- 
tiou rommittee ->\ent through the for- 
mality of presenting the nation's guest 
the f reeacm of the District. The cere- 
mony was performed by District Com- 
missioner Wright. 


John A. Porter, secretary to the presi- 


dent, first extended President McKin- 
ley's greeting, to which the admiral re- 
turned his thanHs very briefly. 
Com- 


missioner Wight then made a short ad- 
dress. 


Admiral Deivey's reply was as brief 


and characteristic as all of his other 
speeches have been. "I want'to thank 
you very much, my friends," said he, 
"for 
this testimonial of your regard. It 


is true that as long as I live, and I hope 
to live a long time, I intend to live in 
Washington. I thank you again for this 
expression." 


In a few minutes the train was in the 


depot at Washington. The throng about 
the railway station choked the streets 
for blocks about. Troop H of the Third 
United States cavalry, which was to es- 
cort the admiral to the executive man- 
sion, had drawn up on the east side of 
Sixth street, facing the station entrance, 
and the United States marine band had 
formed on their right. The first of the 
party to leave the station were the com- 
mittee of citizens and army and naval 
officials who had gone to New York to 
meet the admiral. They were followed 
by the admiral, and when he appeared 
to take his .°eat in the carriage the crowd 
went almost wild with excitement. , As 
he took his seat the cavalry trorop began 
the march up Pennsylvania avenue. 


The entire escort being mounted, the 


party proceeded rapidly towards the 
White House, the cavalry at a trot, with 
the admiral and- his immediate escort 
closely following. There were scatter- 
ing volleys o£ rheers, but 
the party 


moved &o quickly that it was past the 
crowd on the avenue as a rule before it 
realized Dewey had gone by. 


As the 
admiral's 
carriage 
swung 


around the treasury toward the White 
House a brilliant spectacle was spread 
out before him. To the right Lafayette 
square was ablaze with electric lights, 
the great trees and flower beds spark- i 
ling with many hued lights, while in the 
midst swung out huge electric letters, 
"Welcome,, Admiral." The navy depart* 
ment beyond was ablaze with lights, as, 
were the Whjte House grounds. 
A 


mighty roar went up from the crowd as 
the admiral alighted at the portico of 
the executive mansion. 


As he stepped from fhe carriage Col- 


onel Bingham, representing the presi- 
dent, stepped forward to escort him to 
the east room, where Secretary Long,' 
Assistant Secretary Allen ar.d naval of- 
ficials were ready to extend to him the 
greeting of the navy. As the admiral 
entered Secretary Long grasped his hand 
and said: "Admiral, I welcome you 
home. This is the navy department for 
the moment and your associates of the 
navy are assembled here to give you a 
hearty greeting." 


"Thank you, thank you," responded 


Admiral Dewey, first exchanging a few 
words of greeting with the secretary and 
t'.irn with Mr. Allen and the other of- 
fe.ois 
There was no formality, andaf- 


;c; the first greetinga Secretary Long in- 
v: ed the admiral to accompany him to 
Uie president's library, where Mr. Me- 
Ilinley and the members of the cabinet 
•vcre awaiting him. 


The members of the cabinet had as- 


sembled in the cabinet room, while the 
president was alone" in the library ad- 
joining. As Secretary l^ong entered 
with the admiral the president gave him 
a hearfy welcome, 


The admiral acknowledged the cordial 


•ontimc'Us expressed by the president 
and then nskod an to the health of Mrs. 
McKinley. In reply the president sug- 


gested that the admiral meet Mrs. Mc« 
Kinley. They stepped out to the corridor 
and there found her with some lady 
friends. The admiral was presented and 
received from Mrs. McKinley, as well as 
the president, a most hearty welcome 
home. 


Returning to the library the president 


Invited his cabinet associates to meet 
the admiral, -rhe greetings with the 
cabinet were brief, and then the presi- 
dent and Admiral Dewey headed the 
party toward the reviewing stand. 


Pennsylvania avenue was bathed in 


light from end to end. The stand had 
been erected at the head of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, and as the admiral moved 
through the stand to the prow built out 
from its front, the crowd started a 
mighty cheer. The admiral frequently 
bowed his acknowledgments. 


The head of the civic parade which had 


been arranged in honor of the admiral 
began to pass in review 
before him 


shortly after 8 o'clock. There were many 
novel and interesting features. The 
spectacle, as the marchers came up the 
length of the avenue in the glare of the 
red lights, under sweeping arches of 
stars from thousands of roman candles, 
was beautiful and impressive. The be- 
ginning of the march was heralded by 
the bursting «f 
thousands of giant 


crackers, while bornbs along the line sent 
showers of fire into the air. 


The column was headed by General 


Harries, leading a numerous body of 
bicyclists. The wheels were interwoven 
with garlands and wreaths of flowers 
and greens and colored bunting, 
and 


every wheelman carried Chinese lan- 
terns. Close behind the marine band 
came the veteran organizations and 
Dewey, himself a veteran and a G. A. K. 
man, looked with pride, mingled with 
sorrow, upon the gray heads who 
marched past. A special meed of ap- 
plause went out to the veterans of the 
Spanish war, who mustered in credit- 
able numbers. 


A formidable detachment in the line 


was that of the International Machin- 
ists, following a great six-inch rifled 
cannon from the Washington navy yard, 
bearing the inscription: "W« make the 
guns for Dewey." 


The Catholic societies of the district 


made a special effort to do honor to the 
admiral. 


The letter carriers had aiJ of the local 


postal cars in line, ablaze wHh electric 
lights, gpel.ing wor*T of welcome to 
Dewey. One of . *r features was a 
gigantic illuminated snvetope addressed 
to Admiral George Dewey, Manila, and 
marked, "Returned to Washington." 


The German societies bad a most 


creditable representation, and.altogether 
the civic parade was a worthy one. As 
the rear of the column passed the public 
fell in behind and passed before the re- 
viewing stand for an hour to get a 
glimpse of the admiral. 


The crowd was so eager to see Dewey 


that they spoiled the effectiveness of this 
part of the arrangements by breaking 
through the ropes and surging about 
the grand stand, where they'gave vent 
to wild cheering and a noisy demonstra- 
tion that completely upset this part of 
the review. Admiral Dewey gave fre- 
quent acknowledgment to the cheers for 
him, and seeing that the review had lost 
its distinctive character as a procession, 
quitted his place early, and with the 
president and the members of the cab- 
inet left the stand. The admiral pro- 
ceeded to the home of his hostess. Mrs. 
McLean, and some of the others accom- 
panied the president to the White House. 
The procession was-in'line for half an 
hour later, and there were frequent 
salutes in ignorance, of the admiral e 
absence. 


At 9:10 o'clock, when the fatigued re- 


cipient of the day's .demonstrations 
reached the residence of Mrs. Washing- 
ton McLean, Mrs. McLean welcomed the 
admiral and turned- over the house to 
him for his use during his stay in Wash- 
ington. Mrs. McLean and the members 
of her family then left, going to her 
country residence, "-in the suburbs of 
Washington. 
. The admiral ha'd arrived sooner than 
was expected 'and' before ,a crowd had 
collected. Presently the people surged 
In on all sides, and for some time would 
not believe the officer who said the ad- 
miral was inside. A 'band came up and 
serenaded 
the 
adsmiral, the crowd 


cheered and cheered, and finally Admiral 
Dewey appeared at the window and 
bowed his acknowledgment. Cries of 
"Speech, speech" were hearcl on every 
side, but met with no response. Lunch- 
eon was served by 9:30 and then the ad- 
miral retired. Crowds lingered about 
the house for some time.

after overnang was obtained In a similar 
manner, and after these dimensions had 
been obtained the measurer applied the 
tape from the taffrail to the bow to get 
the length over all- After making a few 
calculations Mr. Hyslop announced the 
result of his measurements. 


Evidently the figures were sx>mewhat 


less than the managing owner desired to 
•ail Columbia on, for a dozen men were 
sent ashore in the tender, and they car- 
ried over to Columbia, 20 pigs of lead, ag- 
gregating about 1700 pounds in weight. 
Previous' to taking the measurements, a 
lot of dunnage was brought up from 
Columbia's cabin and put In several row- 
boats, as it was the intention of the cap- 
tain to clean out from the hull all mov- 
able articles. , Mr. Leeds stated that the 
lead was placed In Columbia to make up 
for the loss in weight occasioned by the 
removal of the dunnage, but It was no- 
ticed that when the Sallast had been 
added the Columbia sat lower in the 
water than she did before. 
Then Mr. 


Hysiop measured her Waterline again, 
and the length, 89.66 feet, proving sat- 
isfactory to the owners and Designer 
Herreshoff, a V-shaped mark in red 
paint was placejj at the water line on 
each side of the hull, about midships. 


As soon as Mr. Iselin announced that 


the measurements had been finished, the 
crew took aboard their dunnage and sev- 
eral spare sails, the cassion at the end 
of the diydock was warped one side, and 
Columbia was taken to her moorings in- 
side of Sandy Hook. 


Mr. Iselin said that he was perfectly 


satisfied with his boat. 
He said that 


he knew he had a very speedy boat in 
all kinds of weather, and that he was 
confident she would render a good ac- 
count of herself in the coming races. 


Sir Thomas Lipton was present while 


Columbia was being measured. He said 
that without any question Columbia was 
a fast boat, and he admired her very 
much, but he was also of the opinion 
that his boat was fast, and that all which 
remained to settle the question of which 
boat was the faster was the coming se- 
ries of races. 


Shamrock's spars, except the topmast, 


are longer than those of Columbia. For 
instance, Columbia's main boom meas- 
ures 108.27, Shamrock's 109.67, making 
the latter's spar 1.40 longer than Co- 
lumbia's. The measurements of the 
gaff show 2.69 in favor of 
Shamrock. 


Shamrock's spinnaker 
boom is 6.11 


longer than Columbia's, but her topmast 
Is 6.44 shorter than'that of the American 
boat. 


Judging from the stability of Sham- 


rock during her recent trial spins off 
Sandy Hook, Designer Fife has been 
able'to give his boat a greater amount 
of lead ballast than at first supposed by 
the yachting sharps wiio have predicted 
that Shamrock 
would not be able to 


carry her sail. Those yachtswien at ths 
club who heard of the measurements of 
the two yachts agree tihat Shamrock will 
really prove a worthy antagonist for the 
10th defender of the America's cup. 


It was 1:30 before Shamrock was 


warped into the "dry dock where Co- 
lumbia had been measured and the 
caisson closed, making the water smooth, 
for the measurements. 


After the measurer's steel tape had 


been stretched from the topmast truck 
down the mast to the top of the wain 
boom and from the bowsprit end to the 
main boom end, all those who will sail in 
Shamrock during the race, some 53 in all, 
sat down on deck on each side, amid- 
ships, while Measurer Hyslop proceeded 
to measure the yacht's waterline. This 
work occupied two hours and a half. 
The yacht's water line was then marked 
on each quarter with the red letter "V" 
and at the bow by a broad, white stripe 
across the stern. 


At 4 o'clock Sir Thomas Lipton and his 


cartv left the yacht, the caisson was 
•wung open, lines were cast oft and 
Shamrock, with housed topmast, was 
towed away from the naVy yard. She 
arrived and made fast to her moorings 
in Sandy Hook bay at 6:10 p. m., receiv- 
ing salutes as she passed down the East" 
river and the upper bay from almost 
every passing steamer. 


The weather indications, according to 


the special forecast sent out from Wash- 
ington, are that the wind will be fresh 
from the northeast. If so the yachts 
will start from Sandy Hook lightship 
and run almost dead before the wind 
down the Jersey coast to a point just be- 
yond Long Branch.

BOERS BEGIN FIGHTING 


According to Unconfirmed Rumors 


Which Have Keached London, 


Reported Capture of Dundee 


and Laing's Nek. 


||o Exceptional Activity, However, Shown at 


British Government Office*. 


London, Oct. 3.—It Is understood that 


the coloniaroffice received an important 
dispatch from Alfred Milner yesterday, 
the contents of which, however, have not 
been made public. 


A rumor, which, however, lacked con- 


firmation, was current at the clubs last 
night that the Duke of Connaug'ht would 
accompany General Buller to Africa, as 
imperial commissioner, to confer with 
President Kruger and President Steyn. 


A dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 


company' states that the Boers have 
crossed into Natal and captured Dundee. 
The British are said to have lost 37 
killed. No confirmation has since been 
received of this dispatch, and there is 
much uncertainty as to whether or not 
the Boers have really begun fighting. 


The raiding of Natal would not cause 


any surprise. In fact, some such move 
has been expected for days. 
The mo- 


ment the Boers decided to begin war 
everybody knew they would cross the 
border and attempt to capture important 
points in Natal. 


The absence of confirmatory reports, 


or of further particulars, does not weak- 
en the belief of many, who feel confident 
that war has begun. They explain this 
by pointing out that there have been 
indications that wires had been cut down 
in many directions leading from Cape 
Town, and that the Boers Would natural- 
ly destroy communication into British 
territory the moment they began hos- 
tilities. 


Later dispatches state that great ex- 


citement prevails at Cape Town over ths 
report that the Boere have captured 
Laing's Nek. 
This is one of the most 


important strategic positions in the ter- 
ritory. 


Anoiher dispatch says It la reported in 


Cape Town that Mr. Greene, the British 
agent in Pretoria, has left for Cape Town 
with his staff, and that the British flag 
has been hauled down from the British 
agf ncy building. 


Advices from Cape Town say a dis- 


patch received there from Charles Town, 
Natal, announces that 80 members of 
the Orange Free State artillery, with six 
guns, have arrived at Volksrust, a point 
in the Transvaal close to the Natal 
border. 
' The excitement is increasing at Dur- 
ban. The streets are thronged with ani- 
mated crowds, and the impression pre- 
vails that the Boers may commence hos- 
tilities today. 
Altogether 
over 1900 


Natal voluntesrs have gone to the front. 


The British government is chartering 


a.large number of steamers, evidently 
for the purpose of transporting an army 
corps. About 40 vessels are to be char- 
tered, and the steamer Pavonia of the 
Cunard line and Bavarian of the Allan 
line are among those already taken.

REPARE to remodel yourselves, 
friendly women folks.

You 
gain an inch, and a half from neck to 
tip of bust, a recognized mark of 
beauty; a like increased waist measure 
—say goodby to "sudden" hips and re- 
versing the present order of things ob- 
tain a straight front and curving back 
by a series of corset maker's tricks. 
By dint of persistent effort the corset 
and dressmaker combined have induced 
the acceptance of new stays producing 
this standard of female form divine. 
True, it has the special advantage of 
making one walk erect, and when one 
becomes accustomed to the close bind- 
ing of the hips, it will lose its most un- 
comfortable feature. 


A word of gratuitous advice is given 


by a Parisian authority on corset wear- 
Ing whiph I quote, "Leave off stays in 
the house." By so doing she claims the 
corset will be less wearisome when put- 
ting it on is a necessity. The corset, 
virtually meaning the fashionable fig- 
ure, is a subject of perennial interest 
to the fair sex which takes precedence 
of all others. The artistic dressmaker 
baa the Instinct of an architect, inas- 
much as she is practical. She under- 
stands that everything of success de- 
pends - upon the properly constructed 
foundation. The development of no 
artistic idea worked out by the most 
expert needlewoman will be satisfac- 
tory unless the form is properly corseted. 
This is a settled tradition handed down 
from the French. As often as fash- 
Ion heralds changes the corset varies. 
Each season brings us face to face 
with a new figure for which it Is re- 
sponsible. AH gowns accordingly are 
built aloag suitable lines. Last year 
the polite world imported the corset 
desirable and became the envy of the 
herd. Nine months later the hoi polloi 
•eramble over each other on the big 
light floors of department stores to find 
the selfsame article on sale. 


What was days ago a mere sugges- 


tion has become a fixed fact, and we 
of the "new figure" brigade guide our 
"motos" 'In the stiff, straight harness 
provided for fall wear. In a word, the 
new figure Is hlplese. Its other less 
important characteristics are the low 
bust «*d big waist, neither of which 
Is imperative. "Lose your hips" comes 


in the nature of a command. Though 
adipose tissue yields readily to banting 
or the thousand marketable obesity 
cures, there is no assurance that plump- 
ness 
-K ill disappear just where you 


wish it to. This being the case, wo- 
men naturally turn to the legitimately 
artificial for aid, which in this instance 
is the coiset. 


The habit back skirt upon its first 


appearance was cordially received. All 
the w orld of fashion looked on the good 
vi ork, striving to duplicate its perfect 
lines. Few succeeded. It \\as utterly 
impossible to reproduce the appearance 
of a round lull back without exaggerat- 
ing the size ol the hips. One by one 
the "ne\v figure" increased in numbers 
Eventually the secret was out—milady's 
new corset molded her into the shape 
required. The corset of yesterday was 
cut sufficiently low to free the bust, 
commonly spoken to "leave it in natural 
position." This characteristic remains 
unchanged. From the shoulder to the 
point of the bust is regarded as the line 
of beauty, and to increase its length is 
the prevailing aim. The size of the 
waist has been steadily enlarging since 
women took to outdoor exercise, hence 
the corset is not entirely responsible 
for this truth, but the autumn models 
undoubtedly accentuate the big waist 
as none has ever done before.

ends fancifully decorated in chantilly 
lace of black and white threads inter- 
mingled. Eider down bath robes scal-

Julia Grant. They are pretty and not 
ungainly, as such aids to comfort gen- 
erally are. 


Thesp crisp autumn days women go 


wandering about the shops collecting 
cold weather wardrobes, heading the 
list with some outside garment. Judg- 
ing from the number seen on every 
thoroughfare, capes in as many shapes 
as there are brilliant and aggressive 
plaids to make them, are preferred to 
jackets.

The New 
i'ork Yachc club is erecting a new club- 
house which will cost §200,000, not in- 
cluding the site, which is a gift from 
the president of the club, Mi. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. It is worth $150,000 more. 
The new quarters are on Forty-fourth 
street, New York. 
To belong to a yacht club entails cer- 


tain privileges, such as the use of the 
ciub dock and service when in the 
neighborhood. It is also a protection 
when in other waters and entitles the 
member who flies the club's colors at 
the masthead to courtesies from other 
vacht clubs in foreign waters. 


Mrs. Lucy Carnegie was the first 


American woman to own and sail her 
own yacht, and she was the first woman 
to become a member of a yacht club.

FRESH AiR POR THE BABY.~

J? the care of children nothing Is 
so essential as fresh air. Not only 
should baby have his daily outing 


in the park, but the rooms in which 
he plays in the house should be kept 
supplied with fresh air and sunshine, 
guarding against drafts and strong 
light in the eyes. When the weather 
Is moderate, let the baby sleep in a 
room in which tke windows are wide 
open, the crib being protected by a 
screen 
or some arrangement 
for 


warding off drafts, flies and other in- 
sects. The room in which he remains 
should have the morning sun. Thera 
should always be a window open a 
little to admit some outside air. Al- 
though at first the nursemaid may op- 
pose this, it should be explained to 
her, and, if the explanation is kindly 
and clearly given, it will enlist her co- 
operation in a way no mere order 
could do. 


In selecting a nursemaid It is econ- 


omy to hire a woman of intelligence 
and patience instead of a heedless 
young girl. It is not necessary that 
she should be experienced in the care 
of the children, but she should have 
that love for them that cannot fail 
to win their regard in return. 


A healthy person should always 


care for the children. The attendant 
should be healthy and with sound 
teeth and pleasant manners. There 
are schools for nursemaids, but as 
the graduates of such places com- 
mand high wages and are hard to get 
something a little less superfine than 
this must be tolerated in most house* 
holds. 


Mothers should Insist upon their 


nursemaids being scrupulously clean 
in their person and neat and tidy in 
their appearance at all times, and 
particularly should they see to it that 
their finger nails are never too long 
and "are perfectly clean, as in the 
event of their accidentally scratching 
their charges serious results, of 
which blood poisoning is not tba least, 
might ensue.

That 
this was the logical outcome of the con- 
test between the two men hag been 
known to careful observers of the situ- 
ations since the caucuses were held, 
but the Guild men have been taking 
their defeat so much to heart that it 
has required some time for them to 
come to their senses. Defeat is most 
humiliating to them. The first shock 
almost stunn«d them, but, recovering 
their nerve, they began bombarding 
the commonwealth with encouraging 
statements signed by scores of influen- 
tial .men. .

Condition* Governing tbe America'* 


Cap Race* 


Increasing interest in the internation- 


al races for the America's cup makes 
pertinent some little outline of the con- 
ditions governing these contests for the 
blue ribbon trophy of the sea. 


Won by the old schooner yacht Amer- 


ica in a race against a whole fleet of 
Britain's best around the Isle of Wight, 
Aug. 22, 1851, for nearly half a century 
the Queen's cup, rechristened the Amer- 
ican CUP, has been successfully de- 
fended against all comers by Yankee 
sailors and desiguers. 


To tne New York Yacht club, as 


America's foremost yachting organiza- 
tion, fell the honor and responsibility 
of defending the trophy, the cup having 
been deeded to that club as a perpetual 
challenge cup by its winners of 1851. 


The deed of gift now in force was 


made Oct. 24, 1887, owing to some dis- 
satisfaction with, the conditions im- 
posed by the old deed. 


To it the parties were the New York 


Yacht club and G. L. Schuyler, the sole 
surviving owner of the cup. 


It provides in substance that the cup 


shall be held by the New York Yacht 
club as a perpetual challenge cup for 
friendly competition between foreign 
countries. 


It may be challenged for by any deep 


sea yacht club of a foreign country, the 
challenging craft to be a sailing vessel 
built in the challenging country. 
It 


must be defended in a series of races 
by some one yacht, which may not be 
named, however, until the start of the 
first race. 


Restrictions are made upon the size 


of the craft which may challenge. 
If 


having one mast she must not be less 
than 65 nor more than 90 feet load water 
line. If having more than one mast, 
80 and 115 feet are the minimum and 
maximum lengths) allowed. 


No less than ten months' notice of a 


challenge must be given, and no races 
may be sailed between Nov. 1 and 
May 1. 


With the challenge must be stated the 


proposed load water line, beam at level 
and draught. The name and rig of the 
cha.llenger must also be given. Further, 
the challenger's custom house register 
must be forwarded as soon as possible. 


Centreboards and sliding keels are es- 


pecially allowed and exempted from be- 
ing included in the measurement. 


Thp New York Yacht club is bound— 


and must bind any foreign club which 
may win the cup^to hold the cup for 
this specific purpose. 


Should a club holding the cup be dis- 


solved, the trophy \vould pass to some 
other club of the same nationality 
which would accept the conditions that 
go with it; or in default of this within 
three months the cup would revert to 
the club last holding it. 


The club, and not the yacht or yacht 


owner, holds the cup, so that if "Sham- 
rock should "lift" the trophy, it would 
go. not to the Irish yacht, nor to Sir 
Thomas Lipton. but to the Royal Ulster 
Yacht club; and before the cup could be 
handed over to this club, it would have 
to bind itself to assume the role played 
by the New York Yacht club for so 
long, in defending and keeping for per- 
petual competition the historic cup. 


The actual race conditions are simple 
as outlined in the deed of gift, and have 
been modified considerably under a 
clause which leaves details and some 
things which cannot be called details 
to be settled upon by mutual agree- 
ment. 


The deed of gift provides for the cup 


to hinge on the best two out of three 
races. This has been modified to three 
nut of five. 


A seven-hour time limit is placed on 


the race by the deed of gift. This has 
been changed by agreement to five and 
one-half hours. 


Beyond that one day must elapse be- 


tween races, which must be sailed over 
ocean courses, free from headlands and 
in water that gives veisult of 22 feet 
draught plenty of room. 


The first race must -be 20 mile* to 


windward and return. The second must 
be an equilateral triangle of 39 miles, 
the first leg to windward. 
These 


courses are to be sailed alternately un- 
til a result Is reached. 


In accordance with those conditions 


the racea between Columbia and Sham- 
rock are to be sailed October 3, 5, 7, 10 
and 12.

Liquid air Powei 


If it be borne in mind that liquid air 


is only an advanced 
form of com- 


pressed air, the whole case becomes at 
once clear as day. Every one nowadays 
is aware of the immense strides in the 
use of air-power, during the last 20 
years. Hundreds of thousands of en- 
gines, motors, tools, vehicles, and other 
appliances are today actuated by com- 
pressed air. In Paris a large portion of 
the mjechanical poweJr employed is 
thus furnished. Here, in New York, the 
public has recently seen the agency in 
question successfully introduced for 
the service of street railroads. And, 
when any rational person speaks of 
liquid air as a source or vehicle of 
motive power, he merely means that it 
is to be used in the same way as all 
other forms of compressed air are 
used. The common practice is to com- 
press air to a pressure of, say, 2,000 
Ibs. per square inch, for convenience of 
storage and transport, and then allow 
it to expand to a much lower pressure 
and to become heated in a hot-water 
apparatus before it enters the working 
cylinder. In the case of liquid air we 
have what is virtually an initial com- 
pression to 10,000 Ibs. per square inch, 
which gives us a great advantage as 
regards storage 
and transport; and 


then, by expansion and heating, we can 
bring it to precisely the same pressure 
and temperature as in the case of or- 
dinary compressed air. Hence, if it be 
advantageous to use the latter sub- 
stance, It obviously 
must be more 


advantageous to employ liquid air. The 
great increase of efficiency of steam- 
engines, during recent years, has been 
owing to the employment of higher 
initial steam pressures. We are bound, 
therefore, 'n all reason to admit, that 
the discovery, by means of liquid air, 
of a way to attain vast initial air pres- 
sures opens the door to higher effi- 
ciencies and greatly extended utilities 
in the use of air-power.—"Liquid Air: 
A Rejoinder," by Stephen H. Emrnens 
in the October Forum.

LARGE OR SMALL COLLEGES 


President Carter Writes 44 is Opinion of 


Relative Merits 


The Boston Globe had an editorial 


symposium on the question, "Does the 
large or smalt college provide the bet- 
ter education?" One of the articles was 
by President Franklin Carter of Wil- 
liams, who naturally takes the position 
that the small college is on the whole 
better able to do the best for tho stu- 
dent. His article is as follows: 


"If a young man is mature in char- 


acter, steady in his mental processes, 
eager for knowledge, or already de- 
cided on a definite specialty, and de- 
sires to pursue that rpecialty to its 
utmost limit, the large college will give 
him more abundant opportunities. The 
movement of a university, its great 
library, the attrition arid competition 
with many of similar equipment anS 
tastes and the presence of large num- 
bers of men learned in many subjects 
will stimulate and quicken his mental 
activity. If a young man is not very 
mature and needs guidance, botlvas to 
moral and Intellectual training, he may 
find what is best for him either in a 
large or a small college. 


"The individual" attention which the 


large majority of American undergrad- 
uates need does not depend upon vast 
endowments, great libraries, brilliant 
specialties, or huge numbers. It de- 
pends primarily on the self-denial and 
patience and skill of the teachers, and 
on their willingness to expend tare and 
vitality in looking after the personal 
improvement of their pupils. The stu- 
dents in the great divisions of 100 and 
150, made up of candidates for 
the 


batdhelor's degree and taught by lec- 
tures in many of our colleges, will 
usually do a small amount of daily 
work, and defer any real study of the 
subject until the time of the final ex- 
amination. In this respect the small 
college should have some advantage 
over the large: hut if the small college 
is hastening to imitate the large in 
such methods of instruction, and its offi- 
cers are to hold that their duties begin 
and end with the hour of formal teach- 
ing, 
the small college may have the 


•weaknesses of both sizes, with the ad- 
vantages of neither. 


''So far as the relative power of teach- 


ers goes, as the large colleges are con- 
stantly taking men from the small col- 
leges, the latter would seem to be main- 
taining a high averag-e. It is possible 
to find men in the small colleges who 
are unsurpassed in stimulating power. 
Some of these have refused invitations 
to large colleges. 


"Believing, as I do. that the great 


mass of undergraduate students, need 
primarily something more than class- 
room teaching, namely, personal guid- 
ance, I should not answer your ques- 
tion genetically either for the small or 
for the large college, but should de- 
cide according to the character of the 
young man seeking an education and 
according to the- conditions prevailing 
in the particular colleges under con- 
sideration. 


As I have had experience in both 


classes of colleges it would perhaps 
be just for me to say that the guidance 
of which I have spoken seems to me 
rather more natural and easy to tho 
smaller than to the larger college. 


Further, my belief is strong that the 


divisions in nearly ail of the New Eng- 
land colleges at present are too large 
for the most profitable instruction of 
the undergraduates."

His 
sudden dart into the air or down to the 
ground, followed by a return to the 
post of observation, is extremely char- 
acteristic. 
Sometimes one may even 


hear the click of the bill which an- 
nounces the fate of the unhappy insect 
He is with us from May until Septem- 
ber. 


The king bird owes his name to the 


fact that he is the one small bird who 
ventures to attack the marauding 
crow, and that he always comes off 
victorious. 
Rising above his foe, he 


drops upon his back, attacking him 
with beak and claws until the unlucky 
Intruder makes off in ludicrous con- 
sternation. The nest is usually placed 
at a moderate height on the horizontal 
bough of a tree in the orchard or by 
the wayside. Eggs are laid early in 
June. The note is a sharp twitter, often 
somewhat resembling that of the swal- 
low.—Denver Republican.

of a period when horse, rifle and his 
Bible were the only necessary equip-

"I have given way," said Oom Paul 


last night to ine, "until all that re- 
mains now to be given is Ae country 
Itself. What more do they want? I 
have often told you in former years," 
continued he, "when heavy trouble 
overshadowed our laud, that I would 
sooner go into my grave than see the 
white races of South Africa engaged 
In bloody war with each other. We 
are the smaller and weaker state; It is 
our duty to concede, and we have 
done our duty and shall continue to 
do so, but If Great Britain desires to 
fight us with the might and resources 
of her empire on a difference in two 
years in the franchise law, to take 
away that independence which was 
readily granted to us by the Immortal 
Gladstone in 1881; if for such a paltry 
reason we are to be wiped out as an in- 
dependent people, then I say the Al- 
mighty will stand with us In the de- 
fense of just rights, in defense of our 
dear land, which has been fought for 
by us and our fathers inch by inch from 
the savage hordes who made it their 
stronghold 50 years ago.

Seventeen Gnn» Fired Amid a. Clare 


of Red Light In the Buy—Two Thou- 
sand Electric TorCl'«n on Pavilion 
Hill, Stiiten Island — Harbor Bril- 
liant WitU Light.

searchlight to the dim, flickering can- 
dlelight, illuminated the waters of 
New York harbor the other night. 
From the Palisades to Staton Island, 
from Hell Gate to Fort Hamilton, 
multicolored lights blazed out a wel- 
come to the admiral. 
Red lights, 


searchlight s from boats and buildings 
and lights qn piers arid along the 
shores of New York and New Jersey 
nil shoue In honor of Dewey. At the 
Battery and along the shore a large 
amount of rod fire was burned, the il- 
lumination being especially beautiful 
at the aquarium and pier A, says the 
New York Tribune,. The crowds were 
even larger than iu the day, and there 
were many hundreds of persons scat- 
tered through the park and along the 
Battery wall until loug after mid- 
night. 


For over an hour all of Staten Island 


seemed to be ablaze with fiery redness. 
The north and east shores for a dis- 
tance of 12 miles were an unbroken 
string of fire, so numerous were the 
illuminations. Red fire was burned on 
the piers, in the streets and on house- 
tops. Huge bonfires were also built. 
Thousands of Staten Islanders and 
visitors thronged the shores, but the 
finest view of the illuminations, of the 
harbor and of the surrounding country 
was 
obtained 
from 
Pavilion 
hill, 


Tompkinsville. 
Fully 5,000 
people 


gathered upon this hill. 
From there 


the blazing motto "Welcome, Dewey," 
on the Brooklyn bridge and the bright- 
ly illumined warships, yachts and oth- 
er small craft swarming the bay could 
be plainly seen. And from this hill the 
crowning display of the night was 
given. 


Two thousand electric torches of red 


fire were set off at a given signal, and 
in an instant the name of Dewey in 
12 foot letters was emblazoned upon 
the hillside fronting the water. These 
torches had been placed in the ground 
and burned for 15 minutes, illuminat- 
ing the surrounding country for miles. 
As the name "Dewey" burst into flame 
a mighty cheer arose from the assem- 
bled thousands, and as the searchlights 
of the Olympia were turned upou the 
hill the cheering became a deafening 
roar, which continued unabated for 
several minutes. 
The Staten Island 


Yacht club, at Siapleton, gave a su- 
perb display of fifeworks at the club- 
house. There were red fire displays 
at Fort Wadsworth, and the terrace 
at the quarantine boarding station was 
ablaze'with electric lights. Three thou- 
sand red, wbite and blue electric bulbs 
were utilized in illuminating the pow- 
er plant of the New 'York and Staten 
Island Electric couip'ainy at Livingston. 
The lights -were fashioned into flags 
and shields, and colored lamps were 
strung from top to bottom of the 
chimney, which is-^125 feet high. The 
streets in that part of :the island were 
bright as day, and the trolley cars were 
ablaze with red, wliite and blue lights. 


Meanwhile, as the lire burned in th.e 


circle inclosing the bay the displays of 
fireworks OP land were beginning. The 
Brooklyn shore appeared to be bom- 
barding the fleet with fireworks, and 
the air was full of stars and fantastic 
figures in fire. The Slaten Island side 
was responding in kind and the hiss 
and boom of rockets were continual. 
Colored fires of all kinds burned aloft, 
and fireworks wriggled and squirmed 
about in the air amid American flags, 
pictures of Dewey and the warships. 
It was a sight that those who wit- 
nessed will never forget and exceeded 
the most* enthusiastic anticipation. 


Perhaps one of the most impressive- 


ly beautiful features of the fireworks 
the other night was afforded to the 
thousands who lined the shore front at 
St. George, Tompkinsville and Staple- 
ton, Staten Island, when the Olympia, 
at about 8:13 o'clock, fired an ad- 
miral's salute of 37 guns, while red 
fire from Lewis Nixon's houseboat, 
the Loudoun. lighted up the side of 
the cruiser. Thirty seconds before all 
was silent save for the occasional 
tooting of a river whistle. 


A quick flash from the port side of 


the Olympia was followed by the 
heavy boom of a cannon. Then a gun 
on the other side followed, while the 
surprised spectators began to count the 
powder strokes. Gun after gun pealed 
forth, and then suddenly the red light 
Showed the cruiser's land side in full 
relief, with here and there moving 
figures on deck 
The belching of the 


yellow powder flash and the glare of 
the red from the Loudoun made a Sight 
BO weird that the thousands looked on 
in wonderment and silence. Nothing 
could more forcibly remind the be- 
holder of the duel between the Span- 
iards and the Americans on the early 
morning of May 1, 1898, than thibr. 
Here was the Olympia, under the par- 
tial shadow of darkness, roaring away 
with port and starboard guns. Imag- 
ination and the Loudoun supplied the 
burning and carnage which took place 
on the Spanish cruisers ,on the fateful 
morning in May. When the echo of 
the seventeenth gun had died away, 
the flashlight on the forward deck of 
the cruiser was turned so that the ad- 
miral's four starred flag at the peak 
was outlined against the darkened sky.

NEW TRAIN INDICATOR. 


Feature. of IJUe South Station 


A novelty in railroad station equip- 


ment has been introduced by the man- 
agement of the south terminal in Bos- 
ton. This unique feature is in the form 
of an enlarged train indicator. Two of 
them have been set up on the midway 
fence at tracks 27 and 28, the latter 
used by the Consolidated system antl 
the former by the Boston and Albany 
in receiving their through trains, says 
the Boston Herald. T'pon the slats of 
ihese bulletin boards are painted the 
distinguishing titles of all the New 
York and western expresses, and when 
it is desired lo show whether or not 
they are on time a key is used iu run- 
ning up the slated indicators until the 
one is reached that bears the name of 
the train next to arrive. If late, the 
variation from the schedule is shown 
by metal figures hung below. No oth- 
er railroad station in the world is sup- 
plied with a similar arrangement for 
dispensing this class of information.

Colonel C. L. Jewell of New Albany, 


Intl., who was stationed at Manila as 
Judge advocate of the army of the Pa- 
cific and knew Admiral Dewey well, in 
speaking of him recently to a St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat reporter, said: "The 
real greatness of Admiral Dewey rests 
In his daily life and actions. For in- 
stance, at Manila after the battle for 
long weeks and months he endured 
that sultry, sickly climate, always on 
duty, never for an hour leaving his 
post. He had many opportunities to do 
feo, but would not .take advantage of 
them. lie was really a sick man, and 
the Olympia needed repairs. Instead of 
going himself, he transferred his ad- 
miral's flag to another ship and sent a 
subordinate to Hongkong on the Olym- 
pia. 


"At Manila his wonderful foresight 


manifested itself. All the gunboats and 
small ships of the Filipinos were seiz- | 
ed. Tins was done quietly, and no re- 
monstrance was offered. In fact, the 
natives, including Agulnnldo, seemed 
to regard Dewey with a kind of rever- i 
ontial awe. After his performance in ' 
the bay, when he rode right over float- I 
ing bombs, apparently, they .seemed 
to think that there was something su- 
pernatural about him. They ran to do 
his bidding and never thought of ques- 
tioning his actions. The seizure of their 
ships deprived the insurgents of oppor- 
tunities of securing the munitions of 
war. AVho can say that Dewey did not 
foresee what was coming and recog- 
n'ze the treacherous nature of Agui- 
naldo? At least, General Otis was sav- 
ed much future embarrassment by his 
farsightedneiir, and hundreds of -our 
brave soldiers were sav"ed from death. 


"I regard him as the greatest admiral 


and one of the greatest figures in 
American history. No one can be fa- 
miliar with Dewey. He is cordial and 
considerate, not affected and informal. 
To every one he is courteous, bttt be- 
fore talking long to him a person rec- 
ognizes the fact that they can go so far 


no further."

Th3 Legislation to be Asked 


for and List of Delegates 


Today's was an important session in 


the contention of the state branch, of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
many resolutions being adopted. Some 
of these were of general interest, such 
as, the condemning of Attorney Gen- 
eral Knowlton, while others referred 
simply to the government of the state 
branch and its actions. 


This morning's session opened at 9 


o'clock with most of. the delegates in 
their seats, as shown by the roll-call. 
The minutes 
of yesterday's session 


were read by F. J. Kneeland and were 
apporved. 
Jonas Weene'- 
protested 


against the action of the committee on 
legislation in giving to the press its re- 
port before it had been acted on by the 
committee, and felt that the commit- 
tee should be censured for so doing. 
He made an emphatic 
speech con- 


demning the action and maintaining 
that the report should not have gone 
to the press until acted on by the com- 
mittee. The report appeared 
in the 


Boston Globe and other papers this 
morning. 


Mr. O'Sullivan, 
chairman 
of 
the 


committee on legislation, and who is 
connected with the Boston Globe, re- 
sponded. He thought the committee 
was best able to judee of this matter, 
and said the report was simply the 
recommendations of the committee, for 
the convention to accept or reject. The 
report of the legislative committee is 
always sought by the press, and pains 
had always been taken to furnish it. 
The report was set up in the Globe 
office and proofs were furnished to 
other papers, by which means it was 
given out at no expense to the federa- 
tion. The report was written by Mr. 
O'Sullivan. 
The report was recom- 


mitted to the committee on the leg- 
islative committee's report, and it was 
decided that this committee would hold 
a meeting immediately after adjourn- 
ment. 


It was reported the 32 resolutions had 


been, received 
and 17 acted 
upon 


by the committee on resolutions. 
The 


first related to a boycott against the 
George D. Fox Baking company of 
Charlestown for unfair treatment of 
Bakers' union No. 4. .The boycott has 
been on for some time.

favor of sustaining it adopted. 


The next resolution related to a de- 


cision by Attorney General Knowlton 
almost completely nullifying1 the- fire- 
men's1 license law, and fnudemne-'l the 
decision. In the discussion which fol- 
lowed it was claimed that the attorney 
general \s the tool of corporations and 
is helping manufacturers to run with 
scab firemen in spite of the firemen's li- 
cense law. The attorney general holds 
that the man who simply feeds the fire 
does not operate the boiler, and under 
such a construction of the law cheap 
men are talcing the places of firemen 
,\ho have woiked their way up to $16 
.•• - f-k. working- eig-ht hours a. clay.

Res • 'don No. ">. which was adopted, 


instructed th° incoming-executive coun- 
cil to raise funds for the purpose of 
legally testing the attoinpy general's 
opinion. 


Resolution No 4 was to the effect that 


this convention, representing1 the or- 
ganized labor of th° ctalf. encourage 
the firemen to ot-p-'n.x^. Adopted. 


Resolution N<>. .", related to the bak- 


ers' label and was in substance as fol- 
lows: 
Whereas, the bakers of the 


country having- a label o'i th 3 market 
which is not patronized by organized 
labor as it should be. this convention 
instructs the secretary ti send a letter 
to all unions requesting them to de- 
mand the bakers' label on all goods they 
buy. It was adopted. 


A resolution \\as adopted calling for 


vestibules on street cars to protect the 
motormen and conductors in winter. 
Another called for a change in the bail 
laws, so that when children are arrest- 
ed for minor offences 
1, their parents 


need not be called upon to- pay the $2 
bail fee, but that the children may be 
turned over In their custody, they being 
held responsible for the appearance of 
the latter.

Some <it the most 
Important of these were resolutions 
condemning Attorney General Knowl- 
ton for his decision affecflns, the en- 
gineers and firemen of the state, one di- 
recting the organization to take an ap. 
peal from thl» to the supreme court, 
one recommending- the Massachusetts 
)inv» for firemen to other '»tat«, oat 


caJling for better support for the bak- 
er's union label, one Calling on congress 
for a national engineers and fireman's 
law, 
and several proposed changes to 


the constitution. 


The Boston delegates will aak for le- 


gislation to require the fire department 
to have all of it» repair work dona 
within the city, and seeking to have 
abolishing the whipping post at the Ly- 
man school for boys at AVestboro.

The most intoi'eslinE: and probably 


the iY>ost important report giv^'i, was 
that of the legislative committee, wh ch 
was read by the chairman^ John F. 
O'Sullivan. of Boston. 
This wag 
a 


bright review of what liad been done 
by the federation, and gave in detail the 
laws that would be demanded by the 
unions of the next state- legislature. 


The report dealt extensively with the 


fight over trade union benefits in the 
legislature, in which Senator Whit- 
tlesey was scored as follows: "The 
real intent of the opponents to the bill 
was finally exposed on its last stage 
•n hen Senator Whittlesey, usually very 
friendly to our legislation, in an un- 
guarded moment, declared that he ob- 
jected to the bill, because it would per- 
mit us to collect money from the work- 
ingmen of the state and send it all over 
the country to foment and support 
strikes." 


The report spoke with satisfaction of 


the passage of the eight hour law, the 
amendment to the weekly payment law, 
the engineers' and firemens' law, and 
other legislation. But, the report said, 
"There is yet much to be accomplished 
in this state in order that Massachu- 
setts may retain her place in the front 
rank of the number of states having a 
care for the welfare of their citizens. 
We would, therefore, recommend as fol- 
lows: 


1. Believing that the contract sys- 


on public work is a pernicious evil, we 
would recommend the abolition of the 
earns by giving to cities and towns the 
right to perform all public work by the 
direct employment of labor. 


2. Realizing that many trades suffer 


from competition with, convict labor, 
ami knowing that thousands of the citi- 
zens of the state unwittingly patronize 
these products because of their inability 
to disting-uish the prison made goods 
from those made by honest labor, we 
declare in favor of a law compelling all 
goods manufactured by convicts to be 
plainly stamped "prison made." 


3. Conscious that there is a desire on 


the part of the working people* to exer- 
cise the franchise but that they are 
not permitted to do so on/ account of 
l i c k of time, we demand that elecion 
(1 ;; be made a legal holiday throughout 
the c.tate. 


4. It having repeatedly come to our 


knowledge thatMtho'se best able to bear 
their share of -the- taxes evade* this 
responsibility, 
thereby 
throwing1 the 


burden upon the poorer of our citizens, 
we demand the better enforcement of 
the taxation laws and the punishment 
of tax dodgers: 


5. Organized Iboi< having; reoeatedlv 


declared for the government o-n nership 
of railroads', telegraph and telephone 
rcmpa.nies, we insist upon the passage 
of a law in this state which will place 
tfle entire ou nership and control of 
these enterprises urider state authority. 


6. As we believes that each city or 


town should omit its own gas and elec- 
tric lighting plants? we demand a law- 
giving cities and towns the rietot to 
supply these utilities to their inhab- 
itants when the citizens of such local!, 
ties desire to change from the present 
system. 


We further recommend that this con- 


x'ention take such steps as may be ne- 
cessary to call attention of organiza- 
tions to the work being performed in 
securing legislation for the wage-earn- 
ers and to present to them the position 
they occupy of enjoying the fruits of 
our labor without contributing their 
mitte toward securing these fruits

game and Darbys Store. The Old. 


esl Aged Nine, Has Disap- 


peared. Spent Money for 


Candy and Rides 


One of the most remarkable cases of 


burglary with which the local police 
have ever had to deal has just been 
solved, a local store on Main street 
haying been twice entered in the day 
time and robbed of a total of nearly 
$30 in money by two boys, one six yeara 
old and the other nine or ten. 


The first theft was discovered a week 


ago yesterday. 
The Burlingame and 


Darbys hardware and drug store on Cjncrla 
Main street was the one robbed, and it j •JH's'C 
was discovered Monday morning that 
the place had been entered some time 
during Sunday and between $15 and $16 
taken from the money drawer. As far 
(""ortrirlffA Rplts 
as could be learned nothing else had ^Al IUUSC "Ciu>. 
been taken. The same thing was dis- 
covered yesterday, when it was found 
that during Sunday the money drawer 
had again been broken into and be- 
tween $12 and $13 taken. The police 
were notified after the first entrance, 
but had not discovered the perpetra- 
tors. 


Yesterday it was learned from George 


Justice of 4 Central avenue when he 
reported one of his boys lost, that his 
two'little boys, Patrick. 6 years old and 
Willie, nearly 10 years old, had had 
more money than their parents could 
account for the last week or so. Wil- 
lie had left home Sunday and his par- 
ents were anxious to learn his where- 
abouts. 


Chief Kendall suspected that there 


might be some connection between the 
two affairs, and had an interview with 
the six years old Patrick. It was not 
long before the youngster confessed 
that he and his brother had broken 
into the store and taken the money. 


When asked how they had done the 


two jobs the youngster calmly offered 
to show his father and the chief how it 
was done, and took them to the rear of 
the store in the alleyway. He showed 
them the window which 
they 
had 
i 


raised the first Sunday. 
The second f 


time his brother had removed a pane | 
of glass. Entrance was gained to the 
cellar, and they were then able to reach 
the store above. The youngster even 
took them to the money drawer and 
showed them which one they had been 
able to open. 


On neither Sunday had they taken all 


the money that was available to tkem, 
apparently wanting 
only enough to 


have' a good time with. They had taken 
nothing else, except that Patrick said 
Willie took two knives. He said they 
had spent the money for candy and 
outings. The first Sunday they hired 
wheels with which they went riding. 
Last Sunday they took in a boy 
named Jerry Nealon. who is 14 years 
old, to help them spend the money. 
They bought candy, and then Nealon 
hired a team from Shaw's livery, the 
smaller boys being afraid to try to 
get it. With this they drove to Wil- 
liamstown and back in the forenoon, 
the .theft having been committed early 
in the morning. 


On their return from Williamstown 


they paid for the team, and Nealon and 
Willie Jiistice then took the 2 39 train, 
the same one on which Mull, the alleged 
murderer, was taken to Troy, and went 
to Hoosick Falls, where the two stayed 
with an uncle of Nealon's. They came 
back Monday. Nealon stopping off here 
and Willie going on. 


The boy Nealon, -nlio lives near the 


others, was seen and said that all he 
knew of the affair was that the Justice 
boys had shown him some money and 
asked him to join them, which he did. 
He said on returning 
from 
Hoosick 


Falls Willie said he was not going to 
stop here but was going down to New 
York to see the Dewey celebrations. 
Nealon told him that the train did not 
go to New York, and Willie then said 
he was going to Boston, or anywhere. 
Since then he has not been seen. The 
conductor of the train was communi- 
cated with, but was not able to place 
the boys in h,is mind, saying that he 
put them off at Hoosick Falls, evidently 
having in mind another party. 


Chief Kendall today sent out cards to j 


other cities and towns, giving a descrip- ' 
tion of the lost Willie. He is nearly 10 
years old. small for his age. with light 
hair, but having as a bii-th mark a spot 
of black hair just bock of his right 
ear. He wore a dark suit of clothes. 
knee pants, a white waist with red 
stripes and a broad collar falling over 
his coat, a mixed colored cap. new 
black shoe's and black stockings. He 
had some money, how much is not 
known, in ins possession 


The younger boy who is still at 


home has rot been arrested, his youth 
preventing this, but he will probably 
be summoned into court 
when his 


brother is located. Th° boys 
have 


never been known to the police as crim- 
inal, although the older one, Willie, has 
been taken on renuest of his father be- 
fore, to try to influence him away from 
wi'd habits. 


The youth of the offenders makes 


this a startling case ,and one of the 
most remarkable on record.

»Too Many Grand Jury Cases 


The Rensselaer county grand jury, in 


making its report yesterday, adopted 
the following resolution which is of ap- 
plication in other counties as well: 


"Resolved. 
That the 
practice of 


sending cases to the grand jury which 
should he disposed of in police and jus- 
tices'" courts, where they can be'- dis- 
posed of with little expense, should be 
discouraged. 
As we have been in- 


stiucted. section 56 of the code of 
criminal proceedure gives to courts of 
inferior jurisdiction exclusive right to 
trj a great many petty offenses. Sev- 
eral of these in one way or another, 
gf,f into the grand jury room. It is 
our opinion, that this should not occur, 
and that the courts where they proper- 
ly belong should dispose of them."
